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DETAILED ACTION 
Status Of Claims 

Claims 13-25 are in the application. In response to restriction claims 13-25 are elected 
and claims 1-12 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-25 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement As To The Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is related to manufacture of field effect transistors wherein multiple 
channels are stacked vertically between source and drain regions. 

The prior art does not teach or render obvious a method of fabricating a vertically stacked 
multi channel FET comprising inter alia the following limitations: A transistor overlies an 
integrated circuit substrate and has a plurality of overlying channels stacked one above the other 
and being formed in the cavities etched in the vertically stacked semiconductor layers. Each 
channel is coupled to source and drain terminals. The gate is formed adjacent to all sides of the 
stacked multiple overlying channels.
